DP. McGee Freed. 


Boise Ida., July 24.—Denouncing 


Harry Orchard and his "father confes- 
sor" McParlan.d. vehemently asserting 
that the officials of Idaho are the cat's 
paw for Colorado mine owners and 
politicians. Attorney E. P. Richardson 
closed his argument in favor of "Wil- 
liam D. Haywood. Richardson argued 
that Orchard was in the employ of the 
Pinkerton detective agency when he 
killed Steunenberg, and that the mur- 
der was a ^jart of a conspiracy to hang 
Haywood. He denounced Detective 
McParland, the Pinkertons, Governor 
Gooding of Idaho, Governor Peabody 
of Colorado, Senator Borah and others, 
and charged the Pinkertpn detective 
Agency with a systematic plot to se- 
cure the conviction of Hay wood, Moyer 
and Pettibone as a means to the de- 
sired extermination of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 


Taking up Orchard's life in the pen- 


itentiary at Boise, Richardson said the 
vile, loathesome creature had been 
petted and coddled, fed from the war- 
den's table, visited by the governor 
of the state and called in familiar 
terms "Harry" by the governor and 
l»y the counsel engaged for the prose- 
cution. "Think of this creature asso- 
ciating in a friendly way with a sen- 
ator of the United States. I do not 
know that Orchard calls Senator 
Borah 'Bill,' but I do know that the 
senator calls Orchard 'Harry.' Now, 
^riiy did Orchard attempt to commit 
suicide after he had made Ms confes- 
sion? He has confessed to clear his 
conscience and to make his peace with 
(Sod.. Why, then, after such a confes- 
sion, sho.uld_ he , have attempted to 
take his'own life? There was no rea- 
son for it But,'gentlemen of the jury, 
lit Harry Orchard Was in a scheme at 
the instigation of the Pinkertons or 
anybody else to swear away the life 
of innocent men, well might his con- 
science have said to him, 'out of, your 
mouth you have condemned innocent 
men and that is a burden that should 
weigh heavily on your soul.' Well 
might this worthless creature have at- 
tempted his life. There is no other 
explanation for it." 


Mr. Richardson took up the inci- 


idents connected with Orchard's visit to 
Caldwell when he was making prep- 
arations to assassinate Governor Steu- 
ijienberg. "Orchard's conduct at Cald- 
well before the murder of Steunen- 
befg," said Mr. Richardson, '"leads in- 
«5vita.bly to the conclusion that this 
inan was determined to draw the at- 
tention of the whole population to him- 
self. Whether he was in the employ 
of the Pinkerton agency at the time 
or not does not appear in the record, 
but I think I can show before this ar- 
gument is over that before and after 
the murder the purpose of Orchard 
fuad others was to create evidence. 
such as might lead to the arrest and 
conviction of the federation officials." 
4Iter reading lengthy extracts from 
the Denver newspapers printed at the 
tpne of the arrest of Orchard, all .of 
wihich, he said, showed the hand of 
the Pinkerton detective agency in an 
endeavor to link the name of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners with the 
murder, Richardson said that the gov- 
ernor of Idaho and the Pinkerton 
agency knew when Steunenberg was 
murdered and Orchard was arrested 
that he would make a confession. 


Dr. I. L. McGee, the witness for the 


defense who was arrested on the 
charge of perjury, was discharged 
from custody by the magistrate before 
the preliminary hearing was held. The 
justice ruled that the evidence brought 
by the prosecution was insufficient to 
warrant him in holding McGee. Or- 
chard was on the stand again as a 
witness in the McGee case.

THE JAPANESE 


PLACE EMBARGO 


ON COAL EXPORTS 


Vancouver, B. C., July 24.—Accord- 


ing to British naval officers who ar- 
rived from the orient on the Empress 
of China, en route to England from 
the China station, the Japanese gov- 
ernment has placed a positive embargo 
on the export of coal from Japan. Op- 
erators have been instructed to loadi 
no coal for export, and steamers are> 
supplied with only sufficient to com- 
plete the returun voyage to Japan.

Spain and the United States. ~Tlfe 
crimes charged against him at varfotis 
times have ranged all the way from 
petty larceny to murder. Bafrington 
first made his appearance in America 
in 1888, when he was about 30 years 
old, masquerading as Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Lord Harrington of England. '"" 


Within a year he married'" Cele*- 


tine E. Miller, the daughter of a~weal- 
thy Brooklyn family. After squander- 
ing her fortune he left her and her 
mother penniless in London. Soon. 
afterward he married a wealthy-Cana- 
dian girl, whom he deserted after he 
had spent her money. In 1902 a Phil- 
adelphia heiress became his bride 
only to be deserted after she had set- 
tled a large part of her fortune on her 
husband. Nothing more was heard of 
Barrington until he appeared in St. 
Louis. In June, 1903, he was arrested 
charged with the murder of James P.. 
McCann, a St. Louis horseman, who 
had befriended him. The bogus lord 
was tried andconvicted.but fought the 
case at every turn. In the endj Iftrtr- 
ever, bis sentence was affirmed by the 
supreme court of the United State*. 


St Louis, July 24.—When "Lord" 


Frederick Seymour Barrlngton was la- 
formed of the respite granted him he 
expressed little feeling. 
"I expected 


that," remarked the man, leaning 
against the bars of his cell. "I helievje 
the governor wants more time to 
study my case, and I am quite sure 
that after he hears my friends he will, 
at least commute my sentence to life 
Imprisonment."

Alleged Shortage of From Forty-five 


to Fifty Thousand Dollars Reported 
by the Head Scskkeep:r~Accused 
Man's Office Recently Declared Va- 
cant by Court of Appeals. 


Louisville, July 24.—On a charge 


of embezzlement, William J. Semonin, 
retiring county clerk, was arrested, 
it being alleged that he is short in his 
accounts as clerk of Jefferson county, 
in a sum approximating from $45,000 
to $50,000. The arrest was made at 
the instance of Mayor Bingham and 
caused a great ssijsation. Mr. Semo- 
nin was one of the officials whose 
office 
was declared vacant by 
the 


court of appeals in deciding the elec- 
tion contest cases. He was elected 
as a Democrat. When his successor, 
Phillip B. Thompson, was appointed 
a few days ago, the accounts of the 
office were checked up with the result 
that the head bookkeeper declared 
that there was a shortage of over 
$45,000. There had been rumors of a 
shortage for two years, but the books 
of State Auditor Hager, when ex- 
amined, showed Semonin's accounts 
with the state to be correct up until 
June 1, 1907. 


Whsn Semonin's successor was ap- 


pointed, the former had just mailed a 
check for $15,000 to the state auditor's 
office for the month of June. Payment 
on this was refused by the bank on 
which it was drawn, and Mr. Semonin 
declared publicly that he had stopped 
payment when he found he was not to 
be retained in his office, his idea being 
to have all accounts checked up and 
to settle in full with the state on his 
retirement. 


When interviewed Semonin stated 


emphatically that a full examination 
of the hooks would show that he did 
not owe the state over $22,000, the 
amount of his collections for June and 
July, which he had the legal right to 
withhold until he had been given his 
quietus, and which will be paid in full. 
There was no shortage in the legal or 
moral sense of the word, he declared.
